Data Linkage and Information Sharing Committee  Identifies and shares ways that data can be 
accessed across major child-serving agencies to provide essential information to those 
involved in the care of foster children and to measure foster children’s outcomes from the 
services they receive. 
 
CWC Guiding Principle: 
 
Sharing data and information across governmental jurisdictions, agencies and the courts 
promotes more informed program planning, development and evaluation. At the local level, it 
enables the linkage of children, youth and families to appropriate community services and 
supports.
